composed of the Railway Men's Gold 
Mandan! clubs of 
Seymour, 
North 
Vernon and 
Washington, Ind.

party came in a special train of six 
coaches 
The men for the most part 
were employes of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwest system. Their spokes­ 
man was O. W. Montgomery of Sey­ 
mour. 
While the Indiana people were being 
ad d ressed a large delegation of em­ 
ployee of 
the Cleveland, I Lorain and 
Wheeling railroad from the shops, from 
the docks at Loraiu, and from along 
the line waited in the street at the foot 
of the hill, This party was introduced 
by L. H. Eddy, a locomotive engine* r. 
as HOO staunch supporter* of the Repute 
beau party in the present campaign, 
representing all branches of railroad 
w ork.

W a s h i n g t o n , Ort. 27.-T h e Turkish 
government, according to reliable in ­ 
formation received here, has notified 
the signatory powers of its intention to 
, execute to the fullest extent the entire 
■pirit of the reforms embraced iii the 
i treaty of Berlin 
The measures to lie 
adopted, it is learned, will carry the re - 
I forms not only into the six provinces of 
Turkey contem plated by the treaty, and 
peopled by Armenians, but will embrace 
the entire empire. 
The authorities 
at 
Constantinople 
have taken steps to counteract tne pub­ 
lic disfavor against Turkey, due, it is 
felt, to a lack of knowledge of the con­ 
ditions surrounding the Armenian trou­ 
bles. 
The information thus conveyed shows 
clearly the policy which the Turkish 
government juts in view to term inate 
the distressed condition of the country. 
It is pointed out that the Armenian 
subjects of the sultan have retained 
their wealth for the last HOO years, 
under the protection of the ( Bloman 
empire, and that in no other country 
have the Arnieniaiia lx»c» protected iii 
this independent exorcise of all their 
rights and privileges. 
As an evidence 
of this, the fact is cited that 597 non 
Mussnlmoii are employed in the T urk­ 
ish government service at C onstanti­ 
nople alone, w hile the number of Mus- 
Hulmen in 
the government service 
there is but I,HOO. 
Considering the dif­ 
ference in copulation, it is said that tho 
nou-Mussulinen are thus given a far 
greater proportion of employment than 
the Mussulman. 
This same favor it is 
said, holds good throughont the popu­ 
lous portions of tho etnpiro, when* the 
sultan has sought to give the non-Mus- 
snhneii a full share in govtruiiient af­ 
fairs. 
Bat the authorities feel that 
there has 1hh*ii a lack of appreciation 
and gratitude on the i>art of the Arm e­ 
nians, and that they have risen against 
the government, circulated reports cal­ 
culated to shake the stability of the 
empire, thus ruining busine* and trade 
within and commerce without. 
The Armenian revolt was started, it 
is said, in order to secure autonomy in 
the six provinces where the Armen 
ians are most numerous 
In these six 
provinces there are 800,000 Armenians, 
while the num ber of Mussulmen, as 
shown by official census, is 8,000,000. 
aud there are iu addition 2,000,000 Mob 
sulmcn not included in the census 
That 800,000 people should seek to en ­ 
force their rule upon a population IO or 
12 times as great, who are satisfied with 
the existing governm ent and their con­ 
ditions, is pointed out as an injustice 
which the C hristian world should tx* 
loath to accept. 
The fact that trouble* 
have occurred at Constantinople aud 
elsewhere is not denied by the authori­ 
ties, and they have just appointed « 
commission there to try and punish the 
guilty w ithout 
discrimination. 
The 
commission is composed of the most 
prominent officers of the army and 
from civil station. 
The entire purjgiae of the authorities 
is to pursue such a policy as will restore 
peace and quiet to the disturbed coun­ 
try, and at the same tim e commend it 
self to all countries as just and humane 
It is said that the Armenians them 
selves have stood iii the way of the ex­ 
ecution of the reforms under the Berlin 
treaty by bringing such turmoil on the 
country that any large measure of ad­ 
m inistration wus made impossible

an Armenian, and it is explained that 
Mgr. Bartolomeos is unpopular with a 
section of tin* Armenians owing, it is 
added, to his subservience to the palace 
authorities. 
Mgr Bartolomeos was formerly arch 
bishop of Brusa and wits chosen Lorain 
Tenons of the Armenian patriarch Mat 
thew Izmirlian when the latter re­ 
signed early in Angust last 
Bartolomeos was the Turkish gov­ 
ernm ent’s candidate for the patriarch 
tate at the election in December, 18!»4, 
but he only obtained a few votes, on 
account of his Mohammedan sympa 
thies, and when he was made Locum 
Tenons and was received in audience 
by the sultan, he made an address of 
the most servile description, which 
aroused the indignation of the Armo 
iiians and provoked the contempt of 
the Turks themselves.

But many quadrupeds are not 
only dtx*eiv e<l for the moment by n'fleo- 
tions, shadows and such unrealities, but 
often seem v ictims to illusioua largely 
dev elop» *d by the imagination. 
The liorse, for mstuiice, is one of the 
brav est of animals wbeu fat« to face 
with daiigeis which it can understand, 
such as the charge of an elephant or a 
wild boar at bay. 
Yet the ooar» g(*ou8 
and dev oted horse, so steadfast against

At a great meetiug recently held at 
lAtnduu, in Madison county. Judge Wil­ 
liam H. West, the famous blind orator 
of Ohio, than whom there is no better 
authority on economic questions in the 
state, made clear to bis auditors the 
existence of a conspiracy to foist silv er 
upon the people of the United States 
for the benefit, wholly and solely, of 
the silv er producers, and told the In 
ter« !tlng story of the founding of the 
conspiracy. 
The following extracts 
from Judge West's speech will be 
found v ery Interesting reading. 
“From 1S82 to 1873 we had free coin­ 
age. 
The mint was open. 
Betweep 
these 
periods 
there 
was 
producsv » 
1200.000.000 of silv er. 
We had F-st 
corns out of the war. If there ev er was 
a time that Inv oked patriotism to exert 
Itself for this country that was the 
time. Yet, with our mints standing 
open, as they had stood for 40 years, 
these men of the northwest that are 
today dominating the PopocraUc party 
of the United States, instead of bring­ 
ing their silv er to the mints of the 
United States and coining it. or leav ­ 
ing it to be coined for the benefit of 
the people of the United States, sold 
ev ery dollar of It In the British market 
for British gold, and nev er sought free 
coinage until the price of silv er bull­ 
ion in the London market made it less 
profitable for them to sell American 
silv er for British gold. 
And when It 
became less profitable to sell in Europe 
than to hav e It coined in the mints of 
the United States, they, for the first 
time, in 1876, after France had closed 
her mints, turned 
upon the 
United 
States and demanded the free coinage 
of their depreciating and shrinking 
commodity 
because they 
could 
no 
longer get a profitable market for it 
for British gold. 
And now the same 
infernal scoundrels turn around and 
tell us that we are gov erned by British 
gold. 
They are great patriots! 
And 
they are talking about the silv er dollar 
as “the people's money.’’ Why, great 
Lucifer, there was not a silv er dollar 
in clrcultlon among the people of the 
United States for 40 years. "The peo­ 
ple’s money! 
The people’s monsy! 
There is not a man liv ing in the United 
States that ev er saw an American sll- 
▼cr dollar in circulation prev ious to 
1878; and yet they howl about it being 
“the people’s money.” 
They made a raid upon congress in 
1878 and they succeeded in getting en­ 
acted the 
Bland-Allison 
law, under 
and by which the gov ernment agreed 
to purchase from 12,000,000 to |4,000, 
000 of coin per month. That was the 
first raid upon conferess 
It was sup­ 
posed that that would absorb the Amer­ 
ican product, but it only stimulated 
production and the price went down, 
down, down. 
It beg-in in 1865 to de­ 
cline. 
Then 
the silv er 
dollar was 
worth, as 1 said, 103 cents. In 1876 it 
was worth only 96 cents. 
In 1878 It 
was worth 92 cents; and so it went 
down. down. down. 
The act of 1878 
only stimulated the production and sti­ 
v er still further decliued. The law of 
supply and demand compelled it to de­ 
cline, and that went on until 1889. 
Then silv er had declined so far that 
these conspirators resolv ed that they 
would make another raid upon con­ 
gress and demand free coinage. They 
called a conv ention, which they called 
“The National Silv er conv ention,” and 
the gov ernors of the states were asked 
to appoint delegates to attend. 
Gov - 
ernor Foraker was in the gubernato­ 
rial chair of Ohio at the time. 
They 
requested him to appoint 20 delegates. 
Well, he hid no authority to appoint 
them. There was no law for it. Th* 
whole thing was a fraud, but he did 
nut know it and acted upon their sug­ 
gestion. He addressed me a letter and 
asked me tu atend, and I did not know 
what it meant. 
I supposed the con­ 
v ention was called for some discussion 
of economics, or the monetary system, 
or something that had some foundation 
to it, and I, goose-like, picked up and 
went to St. Ixiuls. When I got there, 
there was Richard P. Bland, and there 
was Senator Stewart, and there were 
two or three hundred gentlemen from 
Nev ada—I did not pronounce it right— 
from Ne-v ah-da. 
(I.aughter.) 
“The 
gentlemen from Ne-v ah-da, and the 
gentlemen from Mon-tah-na. and the 
gentlemen from Col-o-rah-do’’ were all 
there. (Continued laughter.) Of course 
1 went in and took a seat. I supposed 
I was a member of the conv ention. 
But Holden, the owner of the Clev e­ 
land Plain Dealer, was there, and Hol­ 
den is the owner of an eighth interest 
in the largest silv r mine in the north- 
'v iest, and when I indicated a little in­ 
dication toward logomanla and wanted 
to make a speech they limited me to 
fiv e minutes. 
But Bland could talk, 
and Stiwart could talk, and the other 
gentlemen could talk, and after they 
had ull talked themselv es dry, they 
then "resolv ed.’’ They then and there 
established the National Silv er league, 
or the Bimetallic league, as It is called 
and placed General Adoniram Jerebo- 
am Warner of Ohio at its head and es­ 
tablished their headquarters at Wash­ 
ington City. 
(Continued laughter and 
applause.) 
They put a printing pres* 
under his charge, and then resolv ed 
‘tha t we raise a fund sufficient to em­ 
ploy speakers and missionaries to dis­ 
tribute 
silv er 
literature’’ — amoni 
v io a ^ —“oad to hold mee^^afi sad ts 


Aoke speeches’’—among whom, do you 
iuppose, and for what reason? Why. 
among the farmers of the middle and 
I western stat« i, for the reason that m 
the price of farm products had declined 
the farmers could be deluded into the 
belief that the closing of the mint in 
1973 to the coinage of the silv er dollar 
had caused the det line In prices of the 
^arm products. 
That was openly de­ 
clared in the conv ention. They estab­ 
lished their press. 
They established 
Iheir headquarters. 
They hired their 
missionartes and they hired their scriv ­ 
eners, and among them was the author 
of "Coin’i Financial School for Babes 
and Suckers” t Great laughter and ap­ 
plause.) They set them to work. They 
repaired from that conv ention directly 
to congress. They struck for free coin­ 
age Id the congress of 1889-9U. 
They 
succeeded In getting that furthei act 
for the purchase of 4.6009,000 ounces of 
silv er per month. They were satisfied 
for a little while, or rather they stop­ 
ped. 
(f.« ughter and applause.) 
But 
they did not stop their work In the 
field. They kept up their bureau; they 
continued their missionaries 
We pur­ 
chased 4..'fK» ,0<'0 ounces i>er month until 
1890. 
But silv er had declined 40 per 
cent, it was threatening the credit ot 
the nation. The amount that the gov ­ 
ernment had guaranteed was becoming 
beyond its ability to maintain. Grov er 
Clev eland had the courage, the patriot­ 
ism and wisdom to call congress to­ 
gether, and with the help of the Re­ 
publican 
party 
in congress accom­ 
plished an act for which Grov er Clev e­ 
land’s name should be canonized (ap 
plause), stopping the purchase of this 
depreciating silv etr of these northwest­ 
ern conspirators. What hav e the done 
Since that? They hav e pilloried Gro­ 
v er Clev eland, 
They hav e inspired 
their mlssionarls and emissaries to re­ 
newed teal. 
From July 01 August. 1^93, ev ery i 
day and ev ery hour of the day 
their 
missionaries 
hav e 
been 
swarming 
through the middle and western por­ 
tions of the country, singing at the 
ear of the farmer and saying to him; 
"If thou taste of this 
fruit of free 
coinage thou shall not surely die, but 
shall yourself l>e as silv er bugs, wear­ 
ing crowns of the white meial.” 
The 
poison had its effect. 
The 
unwary 
and unsuspecting were decoyed 
into 
the meshes. 
The Chicago conv ention 
is the result. 
A. J. Warner, the chair­ 
man of that crusade and conspiracy, 
was the chairman of the Democratic 
conv ention of Ohio. He was one of the 
leading spirits of the Chicago conv en­ 
tion. And there were Stewart and Tel­ 
ler and all the sombre.ro and cowboy 
influences of the northwest dominat- 
i&g that conv ention. 
They succeeded 
in elev ating to the place of leadership 
a man who, if he bad liv ed in the days 
of the French rev olution, would hav e 
been a Robespierre. 
If be bad liv ed 
in the days of Cicero he would hav e 
been a captain or a lieutenant of Cata- 
line. 
He liv ed in his day, 
He is re­ 
sorting to the same means and meth­ 
ods of arraying 
class 
against class 
that Marat and Robespierre employed 
when the French guillotine did 
its 
deadly work. I tell you. gentlemen, he 
is not a man of great abilijLy; not a 
man of great genius, of egotism and 
self-conceit, believ ing in his own des­ 
tiny and is ready to sacrifice his coun­ 
try and bis Ood for the purpose of ac­ 
complishing his selflst ends." 
To those who 
hav e 
watched 
the 
trend of ev ents politically in the past 
few years, the 
statements 
of Judge 
West will not need confirmation. For 
sev eral years the 
rural communities 
hav e been flooded with free silv er lit­ 
erature gratuitously 
distributed, and 
in ail meetings, social, commercial or 
fraternal, some emissary 
has 
been 
found presenting hfs little steretoyped 
resolution fav oring free silv er coinage 
which, in many instances, was adopted 
without 
consideration 
or 
proper 
knowledge upon the part of those in 
attendance. 
When the harv est 
was 
ripe, as it appeared to the conspirators, 
their members 
in the United State* 
senate precipitated the fight which has 
led to

It began in 1865 to de­ 
cline.

w orth, a* I said, 103 cents. 
In 1876 it 
w as w orth only 96 cents. 
In 1878 It 
wa* worth 92 cents; and so it went 
down, down, down. 
The act of 1878 
only stim ulated the production and sil­ 
ver still further declined. 
The law of 
supply and demand compelled It to de­ 
cline, and that went on until 1889. 
Then silver had declined so far that 
these conspirators resolved that they 
would make another raid upon con­ 
gress and demand free coinage. 
They 
called a convention, which they called 
The National Silver convention,” and 
the governors of the states were asked 
to appoint delegates to attend. 
Gov­ 
ernor Foraker was in the gubernato­ 
rial chair of Ohio at the time. 
They 
requested him to appoint 20 delegates. 
W ell, he hifd no authority to appoint 
them . 
There was no law for it. 
Th* 
whole thing was a fraud, but he did 
not know it and acted upon their sug­ 
gestion. 
He addressed me a letter and 
asked me to atend, and I did not know 
w hat It meant. 
I supposed the con­ 
vention was called for some discussion 
of economics, or the m onetary system, 
or som ething that had some foundation 
to it, and I, goose-like, picked up and 
w ent to St. Louis.

That was openly de­ 
clared in the convention.

m issionaries

Into 
the meshes. 
The Chicago convention 
is the result. 
A. J. W arner, the chair­ 
man of that crusade and conspiracy 
was the chairman of the Democratic 
convention of Ohio. He was one of the 
leading spirits of the Chicago conven 
tion. 
And there were Stew art and Tel 
ler and all tile som brero and cowboy 
influences of the northw est dom inat­ 
ing th at convention. 
They succeeded 
in elevating to the place of leadership 
a m an who, if he had lived in the days 
of the French revolution, would have 
been a Robespierre. 
If he had lived
